Investigators Watch ‘Gambling. 
For about two weeks before this court in- 
cident, and on every dey and night this week, 
Tue Tame has been making an investiga- 
tion of Woodson's Place. It has had one or 
more men in the gambling house during each 
night of that time. These men have shot 
craps wtih the other men in the place, ap- 
parently without arousing suspicion. 

The gambling resort was open as usual 
last night and a large crowd of victims was 
present. Woodson, the keeper, was there, but 
was ignorant of the order that lies in the city 
hall for his discharge. ö 

The reports of THE TRIBUNE'S investigators 
are presented herewith in detail. 

They present à picture that will bring 
home to every one who reads them the cor- 
ruption and the ruin that is being wrought 

ja mong the poor by the existence of such dens 
as Woodson's. They present also the truth 
that official or “ political’ power—Grogan’s 
or whosoever it may be—protects these 
dives.

7. JAN. O- REPORT. 


We left‘ downtown about 10 o'clock last 
might and got to 168 North Peoria street 
about 11 o'clock... The building is two story 
and basement. The basement is vacant. Steps 
;glead up to the first or main floor and then 
you enter a storm shed or door. 

in the two windows that are in this floor 
“Jooking out into Peoria street two men sit 
at all times during the night and evenings. 
“fhe curtains are part way up but they 
sit in the dark. These men are supposed 
to know every person who goes to the pldce. 
If you are a stranger you can go in and up 
Stairs, but before you get to the upper floor 
ev erything has been put away and the peo- 
ple are playing pool. 

If you are known, when you get inside of 

»the building you turn to the right and mount 
the winding stairs that lead you to the top 
part of the house. 

Understand this house was once used for 
levee purposes. Now, however, there is a 
partition seme distance from the front of 
the house aguinst which they have a lunch 
counter. Behind this the partitions have 
been torn away, leaving one big room. 


Crowds About the Tables. 

hey have two pool tables there, and last 

sht when we reached the place there were 

perhaps 180 or 200 persons crowded about 

the two tables. It was a mixed crowd of 

whites and blacks, all shooting craps. Three 

sets of men were working, one resting while 
the other two were working. 

We inquired at what time they opened for 
business and were told that Sunday they 
opened at 3 o'clock in the afternoon and on 
week days at 7 o'clock in the evening. Last 
night while we were there the tables aver- 
aged $8 each an hcur. They are placed one 
behind the other. After each hour the money 
bag is taken downstairs to the lookout's 
floor and there emptied. At the rear of the 
tep ficor, away from the tables, is a check 
room where players check their hats and 

coats. The curtains in this top flat are al- 
ways drawn close. There are no rear steps 
to this part of the house. The steps run 
only to the first floor. In the rear of the top 
floor there are the usual windows, but en- 
trance could not be secured through them.

JAN. * ACCOUNT. | 


I left the La. Salle street station at 8:40 
N m. and took a Lake street elevated trajn 
to Halsted street. I got off there and walked 
two blocks west and one block south to a 
saloon at the Corner of Peoria and Ran- 
| Golph streets. 

I looked for a eign on this saloon, but could 
not see any. I was told, however, after I 
got inside that it was run by a man named 
Sam. There were thirty or forty persons in- 
side, mostly negroes. A dozen or more were. 
drinking at the bar; 
tack-room br around the cigar case in front. 

I went up to the bar and had a drink. 
While I was there a man in a sealskin cap, 
who looked like a white man but who, I was 
told, was a mulatto, was pointed out to me 
ar Goog Stockton, one of the owners of 
the gambling house we had come to see. 


Start Late This Night. 

It was then about 9:15. We were told 
that there was nothing doing and that 
there would be nothing until 12:30 in the 
morning. I asked why and was told that a tip 
bad been sent to the saloon that the police 
intended to visit the gambling house that 
night. I stayed around the saloon for pos- 
sibly twenty minutes, talking to different 
people and getting the lay of the land, and 
then left, walking over to Madison street, 
where I went toa vaudeville show. 

It was 10:30 when I got back to the saloon. 
I met a number of negroes coming away, 
but there was Still a large crowd in the saloon 
when I entered. I was told that the men who 
had left were going to a crap game om the 
North Side. 

This saloon was of a little better type than 
the average low west side groggery. It had 
good beveled mirrors and hardwood fixtures. 
There were pictures on the walls, and on the 
mirror back of the bar some one had chalked 
two pale blue landscapes in the approved 
Carpenter street style of art. At the front 
of the barroom was a lunch counter, which 
received much attention from those present. 
At the back was an inclosure in which were 
tables and a number of men loafing and 
drinking. 

A Miscellaneous Crew. 
“The man back of the bar was an elderly, 
good humored German. He was the most 
respectable looking person In the place. The 
rest were individuals who are convinced that 
the world owes them a living, men who were 
thieves and freely admitted it; men who lived 
by their. wits and boasted of the fact. 

There was a free masonry about them 
which, however, seemed to have its definitely 
prescribed limits. Cheating among them in 
a gambling game was, | learned, rarely heard 
of. The sentiment of that particular com- 
munity was that gambling games should 
on the square.“ A man might pick up a 
„Sleeper in a crap game (pocket an un- 
claimed bet) without violating the local code; 
but if he gave his word in a wager he must 
stand by it or place himself in danger of be- 
ing ostracized. 

Honesty, however, went no farther than 
this. I noticed that every one was careful 
what he did with his overcoat. Manifesta- 
tion of solicitude for personal belongings did 
not detract from the cheerfulness of the 
gathering. Everybody seemed in a good 
humor. The talk ran invariably to the 
bones. The mania for craps seemed to 
amount to a disease among these fellows. 
Most of the negroes, | learned, had come 
from the south side to play in the game. 
Some of them came every night. 


Tell of South Side Game. 

It was explained there was a game at 
Fifty-third street and Wentworth avenue, 
but that owing to an imperfect understand- 
ing with certain city officials there was al- 
ways danger of being raided. A place on 
the north side was talked of, and several of 
the negroes who had left had, it was said, 
gone there. This, according to the talk. 
operated under the protection of—. It was 
a small game, however, and for some reason, 
not easily got at, not popular. 

My inquiries into the cause of the delay in 
Starting the piay brought the response that 
a tip of police interference had come from 
Grogan.to Effcrd Woodson, Stockton's part- 
ner in the joint. The word, it was said, had 
come from Grogan’s place to the saloon in 
which we were. The original information 
had been phoned to —— from a man whom 
he maintains at the Desplaines street police 
station. Woodson, it was said, was then at 
Grogan’s place talking over the situation. 


Go to Gambling Room. 

I remained in the saloon until about 12 230. 
During that eme there kad been little drink. 
ing, for everybody seemed to understand that 
it is impossible to gamble successfully when 
under the influence of liquor. At 12:30 word 
was given to me quietly that the time had 
come to move. With several others 1 Went 
out a back door. We walked down Peoria 
street until we came to @ two story frame 
building, apparently a deserted disorderly 
resort at 168 Peoria street in the last stages 
of delapidation. We went up a flight of steps 
into a hallway. The hallway led us into a 
large apartment which, in its days of pros- 
perity, had served this house as a parlor.

Stockton and Woodson have ‘been bart 
ners in gambling enterprises of which negroes | 
were the patrons for a long time. When the 
Democrats were successful at the last elec- 
tion Grogan picked Woodson as his tp 
sentative at the Pedéria street joint. A8 
president of the Democratic club he was ent- 
tied to a city job, and Grogan's influence was | 
invoked to place him in MciInerney’s office, 
He Works there a few hours each day; The 
rest of his time is eran to his gambling en- 
terprise. 

The house's rakeoft is 5 cents for every 

pass of the dice. It averages between $7 
and $8 an hour for each table. Every hour 
Woodson or Stockton comes into the playing 
room and takes the rakeoff from the ‘ box- 
men’ (collectors at the tables). This money 
is carried to the saloon on the corner of 
Peoria and Randolph streets, where it 18 
counted. The profits run to about $75 a day. 

With all of its political power it is still 
impossible for this combination to furnish 
complete police protection. The police are 
bound to watch the joint because they are 
afraid of the civil service commission. They 
know what is going on, of course, but they 
go through the motions of doing their duty 
in order to avoid being placed under charges.” 


Lookouts on the Job. 

I noticed two men sitting beside the front 
windows downstairs. I was told that they 
were lookouts, They were not busy then, 
but when the games begin one off them 
watches the south approach of Peorie street 
and the other the north approach.

The crowd filed down to the main floor. 
When we were all there, there were about 
150 of us, I was told that this was a regu- 
lar procedure and that before we could get 
back up stairs again each person would have 
to show at least $2. The negroes around me 
were getting out their money. Some of 
them found it necessary to go down into 
their shoes. Others had to borrow. One 
negro touched me for $1 in order to be 
able to make the proper showing at the gate. 

After about five minutes we all filed up 
stairs again. I showed the man at the top 
a $5 bill to convince him that I was a ‘live 
one.’ 

When we were all in the room playing 
began almostly instantly. Two negroes, 
agents of the house, took stations at the 
middle of each table and on opposite sides so 
that they faced each other. One had a 
bamboo hook, ‘the other an open purse be- 
fore him. Two new white dice were flung 
on each table. 


Crush About Gambling Tables. 

The crowd around the tables was so great 
that all of the players could not reach it. 
In order to give everybody a chance a rule 
has been adopted for each player to thrust 
one hand through the crowd so that ft -s 
visible on the pool table. The dice are then 
passed from one player to another. 

The table at which I played was in charge 
of Steve Mackey, the croupier, and Henry 
Pope, box man The first man to throw 
was Phil Fifke, a white man. No one was 
allowed to pass in this game for less than 
$i. The average Let was$2. Everybody had 
money and probably $500 was in sight when 
play started. 

The intensity with which negroes play this 
game is well known, but so far as my ob- 
servation went, it did not exceed that of the 
white men present. It amounted to an ob- 
session. | 

Besides the bet of the man who actually 
throws the dice wagers on his success or 
nonsuccess went on all around me. The 
house collects nothing on these side bets. 
My count showed that on an average of 
about $50 changed hands with every pass 
of the dones.“ Sometimes there was as 
much as $150 or $200 laid out on the table. 


Big Winnings Frequent. 

After I had played at this table for a time 
I went over to the other. Any sum over « 
dime cduld be wagered here. The stakes 
were relatively smalier. Still there must 
have bee or $800 in sight even there. 
I was told that as the ‘ boys warmed up 
more money made its appearance and that 
a._single pase for $100 was not considered 
extraordinary. 

The gamekeepers preserved rigid discipline. 
They ruled the game absolutely and if any 
player proved obstreperous a husky bouncer 
quickly showed him the way out. The box 
man at this table was Gilbert King. His 
croupier was Darby Hicks. Behind them 
was Frank Lewis, the floorman. He was 
continually cautioning the players to remain 
quiet. 

I played at the game for a short time and 
then got ready to go. Lewis told me to 
come back the next day.

Changing the Money Bags. 


The money bags were changed in the big 
game at 10:30, at 8 a. m., and at 5:56 a. m. 
On the little game they were changed at U 
o’clock and at 2 and 8 o'clock. Woodson 
end Stockton took the bage at the four 
rhitts and carried them to the saloon at the 
corner, where R is customary to count the 
money. 

The last shifie they taken downstairs 
to the little room off main floor, where 
Btockton counted the money and made up 
the pay roll. As he put the money aside for 
pay Woodson took it, stepped to the open 
doorway with it, and called out the name of 
each employé. The man went to the door 
before twenty-tive of us and took the 
money from Woodson. 

Paying off the men wae finished at about 
6:15 and about 6:20 Woodeon, Stockton, and 
the rest of us left the house. It was raining 
end slippery when we got to the street. We 
all walked to Randolph and Peoria streets, 
where about 6:25 Woodson and Stockton 
took a westbound car.

JAN. 16—REPORTER’S ACCOUNT. 


I got out to Woodson's Peoria street gam- 
bling house at 8:45 In the evening. The game 
was on in full blast when I arrived. Two 
tables were in operation with the same 
crouplers and boxmen in charge as on my 
first visit. 

The crowd this night was not so large as 
on the occasion of my former visit. I noticed 
an increased number of white gamblers. 
Most of these men played in the game in 
which $1 was the smallest bet permitted. 
One or two of them were pointed out as 
professional gamblers. 

The others were well dressed young fel- 
lows who, I was told, either worked or ved 
in the vicinity. They all had good sized 
bundles of bills in their hands. 

One of these white men, Harry Belford, I 
was told, has done nothing for years but 
shoot craps. He was said to have made a 
fortune at it. He won this night, once mak. 
ing six passes with steadily increasing bets. 


Paralytic Is Skillful. 

Another white man sat at the end of the 
pool table on a stool. He either was o 
locomotor ataxia victim of a paralytic. He 
played skillfully, making several bets with 
each cast of the dice, and won consistently. 
He was able to do this by “hedging” 
shrewdely after his earlier wages seemed 
likely to be lost and by increasing the size 
of his wagers as his judgment suggested. 
Craps is played so rapidly that it becomes 
a highly complicated game. 

Each throw of the dice reveals new oppor- 
tunities for wagers. The consequence is that 
the swift, accurate thinker has an advan. 
tage over less adept players that remains 
consistent even during wide variations in 
luck. 

The cripple on the stool was one of these 
experienced players. In the constantly 
changing trowd he was able to make many 
| bets in which he had a big percentage in 
| the chances of winning. Often he had as 
much as $50 or more spread out in front of 
‘him in five or six wagers, and most of the 
time he won the majority of the bets. 

I noticed that toward the close of the even- 
ing’s play this man made fewer and fewer 
bets, and when the dice came to him refused 
This. either because he Was al-

Warnings Prove False 

Between 8:45 and 10:30 o'clock this night 
the lookout men below pushed the buzzer 
button three times. This was warning that 
the police were coming. Instantly the crap 
game broke up, every player pocketing his 
money and running into the anterooms, while 
the onlookers seized pool cues from the wall 
and started playing pool on the tables In 
twenty seconds all evidence of gambling had 
disappeared. On ali three occasions the 
alarm proved to be false. The lookout men 
had pushed the button because they had 
deen some one approaching the house whom 
they did not recognize. As soon a8 it was 
found that there was no occasion for fear 
the buzzer sounded again and play was re- 
sumed. : 

At about 11 o'clock I left the gambling 
rooms and walked into the saloon on the 
corner. There was a negro policeman there. 
His number was 1,320. He walked up to 
the bar while I was there and the barkeeper 
handed him a cigar. He then went out the 
side entrance, but stopped in the alley and 
did not pass the gambling house. He seemed 
on intimate terms with everybody in the sa- 
loon. 

I played in the 3 game until about 
1a. m. The bets here had reached the nickel 
and dime stage. At last I was unadie to get 
a 80 cent bet faded and the game broke 
up. More than 100 men had played in this 
game since it started. There were thirty or 
forty left when I got intoit. When the game 
was stopped there did not appear to be $1.60 
in the whole crowd. P. 


Woodson Rakes In Money. 

Earlier in the evening I had seen Woodeon 
come upstairs and take the radkeoff money 
from the bommen. After the smaller game 
had ended I went over to the larger one, 
which wee then in ite mst stages. Only the 
losers were left and they were gam&bling for 
smal suma, the §] Umit having been aban- 
doned.

American Medical Journal Asso- 
ciation Urges Scrutiny. 


ADVISES CAREFUL STUDY. 


Brands Unethical the Secrecy of Dr. 
Friedmann Regarding Cure.

Many Chicago physicians contigue skep- 
tical about the alleged efficiency of the new 
treatment for tuberculosis offered dy Dr. 
Friedrich Franz Friedmann of Berlin. The 
Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. one of the principal organs of the pro- 
fession, pleads for a scrupulous study of 
the plan and refugal to recognize its value 
until it has been demonstrated. 

The secrecy which Dr. Friedmann has 
maintained up to the present and the fact 
that there are today in Berlin many Amer- 
jeans who have sacrificed all to grasp this 
last straw of hope have influenced the physi- 
clans to withhold judgment. The Journal 
does not deny the cure has possibilities. N 
atks that out of consideration for the phthisis 
patients who are grop:ng for help there be no 
judgment without competent ¢vidence. 


Wants Cure Closely Tested. 
„t is characteristic of human nature,” 
says the publication editorially, to put trust 


in anything that seemingly offers help in an 


otherwise hopeless condition. Thie ts par- 


ticularly true of the wretched human beings 


who are afflicted with tuberculosis. To ex- 
ploit in so sensational a manner even the 
most apparently promising cure without the 
confirmation of time and the judgment of 
those most competent to judge is an absolute 
and indefensible refinement of cruelty.” 

The Journal gees on to analyze the Fried- 
mann cure, as sketched, finding it another 
attempt to utilize for curative and preventive 
purposes the antigenic substances of the 
tubercle bacillus, without the simultaneous 
injection of any toxic or harmful substances. 
These bacilli are said to be derived from the 
tartie, but the method by which they are 
deprived of virtlence is withheid. 


Brands Secrecy as Unethical, 

” This secrecy,’ contifiues the article, “ ty 
not In accord with the ethical standard of 
scientific medicine. The report as to results 
of practical use shows. that in experiments 
on guinea pigs complete protection as not 
been obtained. It is doubtful. whether it Is 
any greater than protection obtained by in- 
‘Further, there are 
no indications that it has been possible to 
cure tuberculous guinea pigs by this means. 

“ Injections so far made in children seem 
to indicate the bacilli are harmless in obil- 
dren, and that ts all. We have no eyidence 
they will prevent tuberculosis, and it will be

Two good strokes for decent politics were 
delivered in South Dakota on Tuesday.

That he has now been taken, metaphor- 
feally, by the scruff of his neck and pitched 
out of office is not surprising. No self-re- 
specting commonwealth, especially an alert, 
progressive one like South Dakota, could 
@abmit to his misrepresentation after his 
exhfbition in the Lorimer case. But that 
was only of a piece with his whole career. 
He was a spolls boss of the old cynical type, 
like the rest of the pro-Lorimer senators, a 
reactionary, and a supporter of the acts, 
tendencies, and policies upon which the Re- 
publican party split. 

It is a notable lst, the ex-Lorimerites— 
and the list is not ended. Of the men who 
joined in the first crude whitewashing report 
to the senate only one remains, Johnston of

But whatever the rate of increase of 
mental and nervous disorders, the very 
grave fact remains that we are not coping 
with conditions as we should. Under the 
spur of the new een ere of recent years 
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an agreement, distributed places of honor 

and responsibility,| and left Mr. Jones out 
on 1 0 threshold of opportunity, with the 
key to the situation, fumbling for a keyhole 
that had been removed. 

Mr. Jones must not be astonished thereat 
and must not conclude that the institutions 
of a free government are tottering on their 
foundations. The appearance of this bi- 
partisan agreement does not condemn it.

The single weapon — vaccination — 
works well in some country communities. 
It has merit as a policy in states composed 
nearly exclusively of farmers, particularly 
where there is a fair amount of visiting back 
and forth.

RINCE GUNTHER VON SCHOEN. 
BURG WALDENBURG, who has just 
arrived from Europe in New York for 
the purpose of making a prolonged tour 
of the United States, Canada, and Men- 

foo, is unmarried; is 26 years of age; hold» a 
commission in the German army owns exten- 
sive estates in Roumania, comprising some 
valuable oll welle, and is the only brother and 
heir of the chief of thisancient family. 

It is a house which has been in possession 
of its castle of Waldenburg, its principal seat. 
since the beginning of the thirteenth century, 
formerly exercised petty sovereignty until the 
overthrow of the Holy Roman empire, and 
still possesses the right of mating with roy~ 
alty on a footing of — equality. 


It was this that enabled a cousin of the 
prince now here, Prince Frederick von 
Schoenburg Waldenburg, to wed at Venice 
Princess Alice of Bourbon, daughter of the 
late legitimist pretender, Don Carlos, and 
eiter of the present pretender, Don Jaime, 
the deremony being performed by Pius X. 
then cardinal patriarch of Venice. 

The union was not a happy one and eventu- 
ally was sundered by the divorce court at 


| Dresden and subsequently annulled by the 


vatican. 

There was much Utigation about the only 
son born of this unfortunate matrimonial 
alliance and the Schoenburg Waldenburg 
family made a vain attempt to deprive the 
boy. now 10 years of age, of the name and 
title of a Prince von Schoenburg and of any 
claims on the entailed estates of the house 
and righte of succession thereto, on the 
strength of the evidence produced in court 
during the proceedings for the severance of 
the marriage. 

The princess has gince then married again, 
her present husband being a retired captain 
of Italian cavalry, Lino del Prete, with whom 
ehe divides her time detween Via Reggio, her 
place in Italy, and @ plantation which she 
owns in Florida. 


_ 
Her former husband has also remarried, 
his present wife having been a Mule. Valerie 
Maison von Lobenstein, belonging to the 
petty nobility of Austria. 
Notwithstanding the fact thet the wedding 
ceremony was performed at Bamberg by the 
archbishop of that ancient city, that the pope 
sent his special bdlessing Rome, and 
that the bride wae of noble birth, the mar 
riage was regarded in German law as merely 
a morganatic union, the prince's consort be- 
ing on this account debarred from sharing 
his name, his title, or his prerogatives; in 
fact, she remained in the eyes of thealaw 


ing conservative chieftains for disrespect 
and disioyaky to the king. 

Republican leaders such as Sefior Alvarez, 
actually go so far as to declare that Spain 
has a far better sovereign than it really de- 
served, 

In Spain, as in most other monarchical 
countries of Europe, where two great politi- 
cal parties alternate in office, the consent and 
the connivance of the opposition is necespary 
to the administration for the conduct of the 
business of the state.

Then it has been the custom of the eqver 
eign to summon the leaders of the opposition 
and to entrust them with the formation of 
a new administration.

When the conservatives of Spain last re- 
signed and Alfonso entrusted the reins of 
government to the liberal leader, Moret y 
Pendergast, this premier managed to be- 
come involved in so bitter a personal quarrel 
with the outgoing conservative prime min- 
later, Maura, and his masterful Meutenant, 
ex-Minister of the Interior La Clerva, that 
they declined to accord to him the customary 
good will of the opposition, necessary to him 
for the transaction of business. Consequent- 
ly he was Compelied to resign, and thereupon 
King Alfonso confided the premiership to an- 
other liberal leader.

Sefior Canalejas had been in office nearly 
three years when assassinated at Madrid 
towards the end of last year.

All the Constantinople newspapers not be- 
longing to the Young Turk party have been 
suspended. 

Early in the morning all the troops loyal 
to Kiamil Pasha were sent to practice 
maneuvers in the vicinity of the Hill ot Lib- 
erty, outside Constantinople, while a de- 
tachment which had gone over to the com- 
mittee of Union and Progress, was sent to 
the sublime porte. 


Proclamation by Young Turks. 

The committee tonight issued a proclame- 
tion explaining its action. It declares that 
while the Ottoman government unter Said 
Pasha carried on a victorious campaign in 
Albania, the succeeding government under 
Mukhter Pasha ruined Turkish authority in 
Albania. It thereby excited the appetites of 
the Balkan powers. 

“ Mukhter Pasha’s cabinet,“ continues the 
proclamation, “ gave the death blow to the 
constitution and ite policy led to the forma- 
tion of the Balkan league. Although it knew 
of this league, the Mukhtar cabinet disband- 
ed 120,000 troops.. 

“ Russia wanted the war postponed until 
the spring, but King Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
said: We shall not find such a weak Turk- 
ish government in office in the spring. 

„The general staff had prepared a plan 
of attack against the Balkan powers, but 
the Mukhtar and Kiamil cabinets, instead 
of executing this plan, appointed incapable 
generals to positions of command and pur- 
gued a policy destructive of the wartike spirit 
of the army and the people. The Kiamil 
cabinet inetead of prosecuting the war tried 
to restore the Hamidian régime.” 


Call Kiamil Regime Weak. 
The proclamation further charges that the 


Kiamib 2 was — — 
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able weaknese in the peace negotiations 
while the allies had won the powers over to 
their side. It declares that Kiamil Pasha be 
trayed hie country by offering to yield Adri- 
anople and the Wean islands, and, to con- 
céal his treason, eummoned a consultative 
aseembly. c 

The Ottoman nation, the proclamation 
concludes, ‘‘ could not endure such a.govern- 
ment headed by a traitor and thus exercised 
ite right of revolution. Hence the Kiamil 
cabinet resigned and the sultan was asked 
to summon a cabinet which will be able to 
take the fullest advantage of be nation's 
strength to protect the fatherland. 

“The Ottoman nation cannot sacrifice ite 
rights and will employ all the means in ite 
power to defend them and show that M wishes 
to live with honor.“ 


NAZIM LONG A LEADER. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. . Nam 
Pasha, war minister and genéraliseimo’ of 
the Turkish armies, was a man of great phy- 
sical and mental etrength. He was close 
to @ years of age and was characterized 
as the best commander in chief Turkey pos- 

sessed in recent times. 

Nazim took supreme command of the forces 
after Abdullah Pasha suffered defeat around 
Kirk-Kilisseh and Adrianople. He was ap- 
pointed minister of wer in the first Klamt 
cabinet. This aroused the opposition of 
the committee of union and progress and 
practically resulted in the overthrow of the 
ministry. He thén became commander of 
“he first army corps, and was in command 
of the troops in Constantinople at the time 
of the revolutionary movement that de- 
throned Abdul Hamid. Nasim Pasha be- 
came minister of war again in 1912 in the 
Mukhtar cabinet and continued to hold of- 
fice. when the second Kiamil cabinet was 
formed in October of that year. 

Nazim Pasha wes in personal command of 
the troops that checked the advance of the 
Bulgarians at the Tchatalja lines. He reached 
that district in time to gather together the 
scattered troops after the battle of Tchorlu, 
and notwithstan@ing the disorganization of 
the army and the ravages of disease, he 
brought about a spirit of union among the 
discouraged soldiers through good general- 
ship. He has been credited with having put 
the Turkish army in better condition than it 
had ever been before.

Fire broke out in the ruins, and it was be- 
lieved until late tonight that the death list 
was much larger. 

At midnight rescuers ceased working, being 
assured that no more bodies remained in the 
wreckage. 

Mayor Finch, who took charge of the work 
of rescue, gave out a statement early to- 
night that he believed thirty-five men, wom- 
en, and children had perished. 

Vernié Graves, one of the first to get out 
of the building after the collapse, sald- he 
was sure fifty persons had been entrapped. 

It was upon these estimates that statements 
ot the larger death list were given gut at 
first by the authorities,

Mr. Forgan spoke on How to Avoid An- 
thee Panic.“ He said reserves were at the 
bottom of most financial troubles. Centrail- 
zation of reserves would prove as sure a pre- 
ventive of panics as vaccination is a preven- 
tive of smallpox. 

„Wall street has the control of them now,” 
he declared, but we propose to move that 
control to Washington.“ 


This Country’s Banks Best. 

The diners were told that the United States 
had the worst banking system in the world, 
but Mr. Forgan said it has the best banks in 
the world, the ablest business men, and the 
most natural resources, all fortified by more 
CUE thaw these oF: SUSE SF he Meare eee 
petitors combined. 

The reform of our currency system,” he 
continued, as I heard the president of the 
United States say only last night, is from 
the point of view of the laboring man and 
the wage earner the most important question 
which this country now faces.” 

In its general lines the financial reform 
which Mr. Forgan declared to be inevitable 
. corresponds to the plan formulated by the 
national monetary commission. If currency 
reform is a problem the politicians don’t un- 
derstand, he urged, they ought to step aside 
and let business men solve it. 


How to Prevent Panics. 

What is urgently needed in this country 
to ward off the panics which we alone of the 
civilized world were subject to at interv 
Mr. Forgan explained, “ is, first, the sort of 
elasticity which enabled Germany to add 
$100,000,000 to its currency in a week, where 
it would have taken us more than a year. 
Second, the need wae for a great mobility 
of reserves to withstand the clamor for 
money raised by country banks when fright- 
ened by conditions at the great money cen- 
ters, this being the prime cause of panics.” 

A liquidity of bank assets was the. third 
necessity which was to be secured by the use 
of prime discounts or bank acceptances, a 
practice now unknown in this country. As 
a final requirement he urged the centraliza- 
tion of banking power closely allied to the 
national government.

I know a woman who makes several dollars 
each week from popcorn balls. She prepares 
the balls in the home kitchen and during out 
of school hours two of her young brothers sell 
them from baskets at the railway and. inter- 
urban depots. The largest balls are sold for 
5 cents each, while the small ones are sold two 
for 5 cents. The profits are then divided by the 
three members of the firm, 

Two recipes for making nice popcorn balls 
follow: 

Popcorn Balis — The cheaper ones and, on 
account of the flavor of the molasses candy, 
those preferred by many, are mag »in mo- 
lasses candy soft bofled. Put a sufficient quan- 
tity of freshly popped corn into a bewl and 
pour the molasses candy over it. While still 
warm stir until all the corn and the sugar ad- 
here, then lift out a large spoonful at a time 
and press it into a ball. Place the balls in a 
cool place to harden. 

Corn Balls—Dissolve an ounce of gum arabic 
in half a pint of water. When completely dts- 
solved add a pound of confectioners’ sugar and 
boil, stirring all the time, until a little cooled 
in a saucer becomes so stiff you can hardly stir 
it. Flavor this candy with orange or lemon,

Salt Rising Bread. 

Many a dollar is earned by selling salt ris- 
ing bread. My recipe never fails if directions 
are carefully followed: 

One pint hot water, one teaspoon salt, one 
heaping tablespeon white corn meal, 
heaping tablespoons sifted flour; ten cups flour, 
one heaping tablespoon of lard, one pint or 
milk, one-half teaspoon salt.

Beat 
till smooth, then 1 the remaining table- 
speon of flour ove? top of mixture Cover and 
let stand in a warm place five hours. By that 
time the clear water should have risen on top 
of the mixture thoroughly. Set aside for an- 
other hour, at the end of which time the mix- 
ture should have become light and frothy. It 
is now ready for use. In preparing the 
sift flour in mixing bowl, add salt, and. 
tips of fingers work in the lard. . Now 
a well in the center of the flour, pour in your 
yeast preparation, and then your milk, With a 
spoon begin to stir and continue until i ts 
too stiff to admit further using the spoon. Turn 
it out on the molding board, knead until smooth, 
divide in four parts, and place each in a but- 
tered baking pan, having each pan half full. 
Let rise until the pans are full. Bake forty- 
five minutes.

Utilizes Furnace for Cooking. 


I have read with interest your Fighting 
Cost\of Living” column and have found many 
good suggestions therein. Some of my dis- 
eoveries may be helpful to others, 

As I do my cooking on @ gas range, we have 
reduced the gas bill considerably since the 
furnace fre was started by baking beans and 
potatoes and cooking oatmeal in the furnace. 
We cook the oatmeal in a double boiler. When 
the fire is hot, as in cold weather; we bank 
the fire with cinders or put a shield between 
the fire and the Bean pot or the cooker. 

By buying cheap cuts of beef and. mutton 
and using every bit of it our meat bill is a 
small item. Our last meat purchase was a 
shoulder of mutton at 8 cents a pound. We 
roasted this for the first meal and used it 
cold the next day. The next day the meat 
was stripped from the bones and served in the 
gravy, and from the bones a very good broth 
was made by boiling with barley and a little 
onion. 

While the price of butter is high we are 


using a good quality of oleomargarine at half 


the price of butter and find it a satisfactory
